FELIS CATUS 
By Ida M. Mellen 

In biological science it is a rule of 
honor to use the nomenclature first be- 
stowed upon an animal. Quite often the 
earliest names given it are buried in 
some obscure publication the unearthing 
of which accounts for the despairing 
frequency with which many names are 
changed. A fish, for example, is never 
certain what his generic and _ specific 
names are, but fortunately it does not 
disturb his slumbers (yes, fishes sleep). 

Carolus Linnaeus, the distinguished 
Swedish scientist whom Huxley called 
“the father of modern zoology” and 
who was the first to classify animals and 
plants by genus and species, a system 
called binary nomeclature, designated 
the cat Felis catus. This was in 1758. 
Though Linnaeus’ works were never ob- 
scure, Johann Friedrich Gmelin, pro- 
fessor of medicine and chemistry, and 
member of the German family who gave 
five celebrated scientists to the world, 
named the Cat Felis domestica. This was 
in 1778, twenty years after Linnaeus’ 
classification. Though not a zoologist, 
Gmelin’s ignorance of Linnaeus’ previous 
nomenclature is inexplicable, his un- 
acquaintance with correct Latin still 
more so, for anyone with a knowledge of 
that language knows that there could be 
no such word as domestica, and if dom- 
estic appeared in the name at all, it 
would necessarily be domesticus. This 
need cause no special concern, however, 
for to the scientist—and to the layman 
who desires to be correct—the domestic 
cat of all breeds, world over, is Felis 
catus.

Candy Saves Family 


PET SOUNDS ALARM 
AS FLAMES SPREAD

Candy, a handsome pet cat owned 
by the James E. Barrow family of Wrens, 
received the highest award that can be 
bestowed upon a cat Friday, August 11, 
at Wrens, Georgia. 

Candy was awarded the CATS Maga- 
zine Heroic Cat medal at special cere- 
monies at the Barrow’s residence in 
Wrens. In receiving the medal, Candy 
became the first cat in the South to be 
so honored in 1950. 

Candy’s heroic deed will long be re- 
membered in this section of Georgia and 
the friendly male cat will undoubtedly 
be responsible for a general rise in popu- 
larity of all cats. 

It was an ordinary night April 16, 
1950 when the Barrow’s tucked their two 
sons, James E., Jr. and Gregg in bed. 
Later on they also retired. 

They had no way of knowing that 
their home would be a heap of ashes be- 
fore morning and certainly did not sense 
the fact that their lives would be greatly 
endangered during the hours ahead. 

So the four Barrows went to sleep. 

At 3 a.m. Mrs. Barrow was awakened 
by a strange noise.

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CAT FANCY BEGINS FIFTY-EIGHTH 


} i SEASON WITH 79 EXHIBITIONS 
t Che fifty-sixth season of the Ameri- 


can Cat Fancy, probably the biggest 
in history, has already jumped off to 
a flying start, but the campaign for 
ribbons, championship points and All- 
Sectional and All-American rankings, 
really settles down in earnest late 
this month. 

The new scason was launched in 
California last July 23, and unless a 
show or two is scheduled in late 
Spring, the campaign will close early 
in March. 

Eighty-nine exhibitions including 
All-Breed and Specialties are on the 
books for this year. Several clubs who 
have yet to decide on dates could 
bring the total events to 100. The 
problem facing these clubs is the site 
of such shows. 

The cighty-nine exhibits this year 
are a far cry from the first season of 
organized catdom back in 1895, when 
three events were staged. The first of 
these was was at Madison Square 
Garden, New York on May 6, fol- 
lowed later in the year by shows in 
Plainfield, N. J. and at Newburgh, 
N. Y 

The 1950-51 official show calendar 
published elsewhere in this issue does 
not include all eighty-nine events be- 
cause several have already been held. 
These were the three Canadian shows 
put on in conjunction with the mam- 
moth Dominion exhibitions at Van- 
couver and Toronto; the Minnesota 
State Fair show: and the two one- 
day short hair specialty exhibits in 
California. 

The tally to date reveals the Cat 
Fanciers’ Association with 74 sanc- 
tions of which 12 are first-time efforts 
on the part of recently organized 
clubs. Additional sanctions are ex- 
pected to be granted in the near fu-

ture. 

The American Cat Association has 
11 events sanctioned of which 2 are 
first-time efforts. Five already have 
been staged, with others soon to be 
announced. 

Eight shows are sanctioned by the 
Cat Fanciers Federation to date and 
several others may be held later. 

The United Cat Federation is ex- 
pected to announce its lineup of sanc- 
tioned shows in the near future. One 
has been held. 

The uncertainty of the present 
nation-wide emergency as a result of 
the Korean crisis, could cause can- 
cellation of several shows, but this 
seems unlikely at this writing. Harris- 
burg called off its exhibition because 
of the emergency, but qualified its 
decision by stating that it may hold 
the show later in the year. Nashville, 
Tenn., and Fort Wayne, Ind., also 
cancelled. 

Increase in the number of specialty 
events to back up all-breed exhibits 
marks this year’s campaign. The 
majority of scheduled all-breed events 
has one or more specialties on the 
books. The overall total of such is 
51, of which 20 are Solid Color, 16 
Siamese, 5 Short Hair, 5 Tabby & 
Tortie, 3 Silver and 1 each for Dom- 
estic Short Hair and Solid Red & 
Tortie. 

The Domestic Short Hair Specialty 
should prove an interesting event at 
Norfolk, Va., since it is believed to 
be the first such show of its kind ever 
held in America. 

There has been some criticism of 
the CFA changing the name from 
Domestic to American officially, but 
this is expected to be ironed out by 
the clubs themselves later this year. 

The trend to the American (or 
Domestic) short hair since the war 
has been very pronounced, brought 
about, no doubt, by the popularity of 
the Siamese and the up-and-coming 
Silver Tabby Short Hair. The 1950-51 
season could well result in this con- 
tinued increase which very certainly 
should add to the membership of the 
Cat Fancy through the individual 
clubs. 

Perhaps 1950-51 season will be 
marked by some qualified judge aris- 
ing to the occasion and naming an 
American (or Domestic) Short Hair 
Best-in-Show. Such an act would con- 
tribute immeasurably to the advance- 
ment of the cat in America, and give 
a short in the arm to the Cat Fancy 
in general. 

The selecting of a Short Hair cat 
in an all-breed event as Best-in-Show 
did hapen—ONCE! This memorial 
feat occurred at the Albany (N.Y.) 
Cat Show in 1905. Black Peter, a 
solid Black male was named tops in a 
field of 110 competing entries by the 
judge, Mrs. E. N. Barker. Oddly 
enough, Mrs. Barker owned the win- 
ning cat, Cosie, in America’s first cat 
show in New York in 1895. Cosie 
was a Brown Tabby neuter.

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Just you try arguing with a dainty bit 
of Persian fluff that has made up her 
mind to raise a family, or reason with a 
sire who has made up his mind to grant 
her every wish.

No queénly fireside Sphinx was this 
furr-baby but perhaps, a cat-baby of the 
Persian tribe. 

Many of the traits of our cats are 
thousand of years old. In his wild state 
he hunted and lived alone. He will never 
chase his prey for any great distance. 
He can run swiftly and well but only for 
a short space. Running is not his special- 
ty. He would rather lie in wait and 
bounce out at his quarry in an abrupt 
and surprising manner. 

For insolence jand cold calculated 
scorn, a cat could give points to a Social 
Register climber. Remember he will live 
with you only if he can stand you and 
not as an equal but rather on the super- 
ior side. And remember always it is on 
his own terms . 

Too true, there is a feud between the 
cat and dog but it can easily be set 
aside. Remember that ‘Old Mother Hub- 
bard went to the hatter to buy her dog 
a hat but when she came back—he was 
feeding the cat!’ If given the right chance 
they will be friends. Kittens two weeks 
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and younger will spit at a dog. I’ve seen 
kittens as soon as they could walk drag 
their littl tummies over to a mother 
Wolfhound and snuggle at her side per- 
fectly happy. 

I have particularly noticed that cats 


on an average have excellent memories 
and I have found them both eccentric 
and rational. A lot depends on who 


handles them. 

One of the most inspirational books I 
ever read as a child was “The Cat of 
Bubastes’ by G. A. Henty. Strictly a 
book for boys, but oh what a thriller! 

You have probably found out by this 
time that cats do not like to be laughed 
at, neither do they like rough handling, 
beating or teasing. A cat seldom makes 
mistakes if he is correctly trained from 
kittenhood. I look upon my Persians as 
lions in miniature and very pretty minia- 
tures they are. I have a strong personal 
feeling that most cats regard us humans 
with a certain amused contempt. I feel 
I must live up to my cat children. My 
Topper has a language both vivid and 
emphatic in the way he uses his tail. 
Raised high like a banner means a 
happy, healthy, proud cat. Should he 


They are indeed useful. In England alone 
there are twenty five hundred cats work- 
ing for the Crown and are on the regular 
payroll. The amount is a shilling per 
week. This is for food. Contrary to 
popular belief hungry cats do not make 
the best hunters. There is a large busi- 
ness firm just out of New York City 
where the cats employed have a charge 
account at a local butcher shop.

carry his tail horizontally it means 
stealth, probably terror. His tail curled 
under means fear. Should he wave his 
tail from side to side, he is displeased, 
annoyed—in other words he is just plain 
mad. But should his tail be straight out, 
fur distended, he will lash and swish 
and he is spoiling for a fight. Should he 
twich his tail gently, he is amused and 
is laughing with you and is very much 
pleased with himself. Last of all he will 
wrap his tail around himself for warmth. 


There are other countless ways in 
which a cat will carry on a conversation. 
He will use his head, paws, eyes and even 
his fur. I feel sure that if puss thought 
it advisable he would very soon master 
the art of talking. Right now he does 
not consider it important enough to try. 
I know that cats do think, however I 
do not believe they think after the man- 
ner of men. Their thinking processes are 
different—possiblly in abstractions, cold, 
heat, etc. 

We breeders are intensely interested 
in the intelligence of the feline race in 
general, no matter what tribe or color. 
I feel that cats are underestimated as to 
their intelligence. It is the opinion of 
many breeders who have had years and 
years of experience, that it is hard to 
OVERESTIMATE a cat’s intelligence. 
Anyway, how can we understand the 
cat mind, without becoming cats. (Right 
here I'd like to state that the expression 
‘catty’ should mean something lovely, 
gracious, dignified and altogether attrac- 
tive. The word has been used with the 
wrong meaning—too long). 

Have you observed how a cat can 
draw inferences from observation? They 
will open doors, ring bells, go to the ice 
box where they know food is kept. 

Then there is the argument that cats 
are useless. Wrong again. In this country 
and in England, cats are employed by 
the government as well as large firms. 


I truly believe that cats can hate just as 
much as they can love a person. There 
are times when I have seen them con- 
trive their small revenges and in some 
small way make up for the insults handed 
to their race as a whole. They have been 
worshipped as gods and reviled as de- 
mons. They were known in Egypt at 
least 1600 years before Christ. Pasht was 
the cat-goddess, worshipped as Bubastes. 
In Ludwig Tieck’s charming play, ‘Der 
gestiefelte Kater’, a large male cat named 
Hinze makes this remark, ‘If we had not 
in our intercourse with human beings 
acquired a certain contempt for speech— 
we could all speak!’

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A GAT MYSTERY 
GROWS IN BROOKLYN 


Brooklyn has come up with The Great 
Cat Mystery of 1950. 

Thirty-six cats, the majority from the 
fashionable Prospect Heights section of 


Flatbush, were found locked up in a 

ten-by-ten-foot room on August 28. The 

animals were untended and unfed. 
Brooklyn police, after studying the 


case were completely baffled and call 
it one of the major cat thefts in the 
histdry of crime. 

The cats were found in a one-story 
building at 222 St. Mark’s Avenue, 
owned by Claude Aulicino of Brooklyn. 
When questioned by police he said he 
rented the tiny room as an office two 
months previously (June), to an elderly 
couple. He added that the pair paid $50 
in cash for two months rent in advance, 
explaining that plans were made to 
manufacture fire extinguishers. They did 
not give Aulicino their names. 

The only part of the mystery that was 
cleared up was the majority of the cats 
had originally disappeared from Prospect 
Heights households over a period of two 
months. None of the cats were reclaimed 
by the owners. 

Early in August, Al Mattarelliano and 
his wife, opened a limousine rental ser- 
vice at 224 St. Mark’s Avenue, next door 
to the Aulicino premises. This couple, 
when questioned by police, stated that 
they noticed that the “fire extinguisher 
manufacturers” were carrying large sacks 
into 222 St. Mark’s Avenue. No fire- 
fighting equipment was shipped out. The 
windows of 222 were coated over with a 
film of soap. 

It was the Mattarellianos who com- 
plained of an intolerable cat-like _odor 
coming from the locked building. They 
called the office of the S. P. C. A., who 
answered the call immediately. 

John Joule of the S.P.C.A. broke down 
the door to 222 and there found the 
thirty-six cats, dirty. and hungry. He 
was forced to use a gas mask to enter 
the room. 

The animals were placed in twenty 
crates and trucked off to the society's 
shelter. Owners of cats who had reported 
missing pets to the S.P.C.A. were noti- 
fied, but none of the cats were claimed. 
One cat died on the trip to the S.P.C.A. 
shelter. 

An inspection of the building by the 
police revealed that the ten-by-ten-foot 
room had been partitioned. On one side 
a kitchen hamper was found, a small gas 
meter, a stove, and some coffee and sugar 
on a shelf. On the other side were a cot, 
two chairs, a small table, work clothes on 
a wall rack and a woman’s handbag, with 
no identifying contents. 

A story that cats actually can be 
util‘zed in the manufacture of fire ex- 
tingu'shers swept the Prospect Heights 
neighborhood immediately following the 
discovery of the cats, but was discounted. 

The latest reports fail to reveal an 
explanation for this great cat crime in 
Brooklyn, and the perpetrators are still 
unidentified. 


BLUEJAY GIVES TIP 
TO MISSING PUSS 


After three weeks, Marquise, the tri- 
colored calico cat returned to his master, 
three year old Lana Richard of West 
Nyack, N. Y. 

The cat gained nation-wide publicity 
when it escaped from a Ridgewood, N. J. 
veterinarian. The child’s father found 
the pet in the woods a half mile from 
the veterinarian’s office. 

Marquise disappeared in August. A 
search was started that brought fan mail 
from every section of the country. 

Mr. Richard explained that he search- 
ed in the woods near the place where 
Marquise had vanished. He stated that 
he thought he heard the cry of a cat, but 
discovered that it was a bluejay calling. 


Realizing that bluejays mimic sounds, 
Mr. Richard gave a shrill call that he 
uses to summon Marquise. The cat 


jumped out of the thicket. 

When the cat was driven home by 
Mr. Richard, he jumped out of the auto 
as the car pulled up to the house. He 
ran to the front door and soon rejoined 
Lana. The frantic search was over. 

ACCIDENT KILLS CAT, 
IN PRISON 18 YEARS 


Nig, the Black short hair cat of Joliet, 
Ill., who was sent to prison 18 years 
ago for killing birds, died last June as 
a result of an accident. 

A woman preferred the charges against 
Nig, urging that the cat be killed. 

Before police could dispose of Nig, the 
cat caught five mice in the police sta- 
tion, so the police decided to keep her. 

Nig died when crushed in a door.

Kitty Crawford, the ,beautiful song 
stylist, owes her debut in the movies to 

her White Persian. 

Her cat was presented to her by two 
fans who had heard her rendition of 
a poem she put to music called, “Persian 
Kitty”. 

When Miss Crawford came to New 
York she brought the White Persian with 
her. Recently the cat, unused to heavy 
traffic, darted in front of a passing auto- 
mobile, but was rescued in time by a 
passing gentleman. 

The gentleman was a motion picture 
talent scout and agent. He learned that 
Kitty was appearing at a Manhattan 
night club, went to hear that tune and 
Kitty ended up with a movie contract. 

She is now appearing in the Warner 
Bros.’ new musical, “Tea for Two.”

ANGELIQUE, AA-50 SHORT HAIR HAS 
HUGE FOLLOWING IN MARYLAND

To tell the story of Angelique, it is 
necessary to go back seven years. 

We were sitting on the porch of our 
North Carolina home one summer eve- 
ning in 1943, when Angelique’s grand- 
mother came walking out of the pine 
woods. 


The children saw her first, a_ tiny 
white kitten, but it was Tar Heel, our 
own little black cat, who ran to greet 


her. Soon the 
the moonlight. 

“How pretty she is”, someone ex- 
claimed, admiring her snowy fur and 
blue eyes.

1944, I drove to Washington with my 
two boys and an orange crate con- 
taining Pretty and her four kittens. 

An epidemic of some unknown origin 
killed many kittens in the area inclu- 
ding several of ours. Pretty was very 
ill, but by the end of the summer was 
completely restored to health. We had 
obtained a house in College Park, Mary- 
land, and had for our neighbor, a 
delightful English lady, Mrs. Jane Kelk, 
who loved cats. She became interested 
in blue-eyed Pretty, who was, she said, 
‘‘a most exemplary cat.” 

A large white tom, name and owner 
unknown, sired Pretty’s second litter, 
six pure white kittens. There was a 
great demand for them, but we kept 
one and nanied her “Stormy Weather” 
a name which proved to be 
propriate for she was not 
sweet as her mother was. 
a very handsome grayish white tom 
belonging to Mrs. S. H. Harvey of 
College Park, was the sire of Stormy’s 
first litter. Angelique was the prettiest 
of the kittens. 

We had never had cats in the house. 


two were frolicking in

did not improve her white fur.. She 
spent more and more time visiting Mrs. 
Kelk, who let her sleep on damask chairs 
and pick her way daintily among rare 
glass and china upon tables and shelves. 
Finally, the situation reversed itself, and 
Angelique lived with Mrs. Kelk, be- 
came more beautiful every day and 
occasionally visited us. 

However, Angelique eventually be- 
camte a problem even to one who loves 
cats as Mrs. Kelk does. After her second 
litter Mrs. Kelk phoned Mrs. Merald 
Hoag of Arlington, Virginia and asked 
if she would be interested in a very 
pretty white cat with blue eyes. Mrs. 
Hoag was interested and Angelique and

She blinked sleepily at us, without, I 
fear, much recognition. But my children 
and I were thinking of another white 
cat, a tiny one, coming from the dark- 
ness of the pine woods to romp with 
a littie black kitten on a moonlit lawn 
in North Carolina. To us, Angelique 
who had won so many honors, was 
first of all, Pretty’s granddaughter.
